223.000 Jobless 
Across Canada 


At January 24 


OTTAWA, Feb. 9—(CP)—Can- 
ada’é unemployed registered at nat- 
ional employment offices totalled 
223,000 at Jan. 24, the labor depart- 
ment reported yesterday, The new 
figure was an increase of 23,000 
over previous figures for Jan. 10. 
In the same period the number of 
unfilled jobs remained practically 
unchanged at 84,000. 

THE DEPARTMENTAL report 
attributed the surplus of workers 
over jobs to demobilization of the 
armed forces, a seasonal lull in 
industry later this year than usual, 
the fact many veterans delayed job- 
hunting until after the new year 
and the release of workers tempor- 
arily employed over the holiday 
season. 

A moderate response was report- 
ed to a campaign to find woods 
aaa but 23,000 were still need- 


Miners with certificates were in 
Gemand in almost all coal mining 
areas. Lack of housing hampered 


activity, coupled with continued 
shortage of building materials eased 
the demand for building tradesmen. 


REGIONAL SUMMARIES of em- 
ployment conditions in western 
Canada showed: 

Prairies—Unplaced workers 33,- 
000; unfilled jobs 11,000. An unex- 
pected demand for labor in Cal- 
gary packing plants resulted from 
increase in the run of cattle and 
hogs but in other packing plants 
seasonal lulls resulted in layoffs. 
The government-sponsored home 
aid project to provide domestic 
help on a part time basis was prov- 
ing successful in several centres. 

Pacific—Unplaced workers 28,500, 
unfilled jobs 6,700. Coastal saw- 
mills resumed operations after the 
holiday shutdown and overhaul. 
About 1,000 woods workers were 
needed with semi-skilled workers 
being referred to many jobs where 
experienced men were lacking. 
While there was no great activity 
in shipyards contracts recently 
awarded were expected to provide 
increased employment shortly,

New Invention 


Tiny Pocket Radio Sets 
Immediately Practicable 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—(AP)—A complete radio circuit print- 
ed in silver and carbon “inks” on a tiny sliver of ceramic plate, was 
taken off the secret list last night by Bureau of Standards scientists, 

They said it made immediately practicable the pocket radio set, 
a desk set with reception equal to present-day receivers 20 times as 
large, and miniature radars to detect obstructions ahead for the 
blind. 
A SKELETON SET capable of being concealed in one palm 
was displayed. It incorporates miniature tubes developed for the 
secret proximity fuse which detonated Allied shells just the right 
damaging distance from Second Great War targets. 

A more pretentious model with station-selector and a loud. 
speaker made from parts of a telephone receiver, took up about the 
space of a cigarette package. 

Dr. Cledo Brunetti of the Bureau of Standards reported the 
process last night before the Institute of Radio Engineers at Mar- 
quette University in Milwaukee. 

The government scientists called the printed circuit both quick- 
er and more uniform than hand-wired layouts, and said it would 
increase sturdiness and tremendously reduce costs.

ed to rise. In heavier winds or in 
rain, they were never released. 

HISTORY—By the summer of 
1943 the Japs had balloons that 
would fly 1800 miles—but their 
navy no longer had the submarines 
and warships necessary to trans- 
port them near the west coast of 
North America, 

Manufacture—Knowing little or 
nothing of results, they began 
large-scale mass production of 
paper balloons having an inflated 
diameter of about 33 feet. “On the 
basis of a few reports of fires and 
explosions occurring in “unexpect- 
ed areas” recorded by Japanese 
monitors from U.S. broadcasts, they 
believed some success had been 
achieved.” 

THE PRODUCTION GOAL was 
20,000, the output 9,000. The bal- 
loons were hand-made. Originally, 
they cost about $2,300 but, later, 
less. 

Launching—This began on a large 


scale in November, 1944, and the, 


last were released in April, 1945, 
although radio signals from balloon- 


borne transmitters were heard in| 


the last days of the war in August. 
Japanese said accurate meteorolog-

TWO MAIN TYPES of balloons 
were used to fly high explosive and 
incendiary bombs towards and

No. 1 type was the bomb-carrying 
paper balloon with a diameter of 33 
feet, and the other the more ex- 
pensive rubberized silk balloon of 
smaller size. 

The paper balloons, constructe 
of Mulberry bark pulp paper lam- 
inated in four plys and held to- 
gether by a starchlike adhesive de- 
rived from an oriental plant, re- 
quired a large amount of hand- 
work, Officials of a factory which 
constructed 3,000 of the balloons 
stated 10 men and 50 women were 
assigned to the construction of 
each, 

THE BALLOONS were equipped 
with a simple and ingenious auto- 
matic ballast-dropping device to 
compensate for loss of gas through 
leakage and valving. Three or four 
switches, each actuated by an 
aneroid bellows adjusted to close 
the switch (baroswitch) at a pre- 
set altitude, were connected in 
parallel] to insure positive action 
and wired with a small storage 
battery to detonate .a pair of pow- 
der-filled plugs in the circular rim 
of the apparatus. 

When the balloon descended to 
the level at which the switches 
closed, the plugs were detonated 
and a sandbag dropped, Powder- 
cord fuses were used to delay this

They were ‘normally traced 
up to a distance of approximately 
1,200 miles, which distance could 
often be covered in eight to 12 
hours, an average speed of 100 to 
150 miles per hour, 

ACCORDING TO ONE Japanese 
source, the balloon load varied 
from a minimum of about 25 pounds 
to a maximum of about 65 pounds, 
with the average about 50 pounds.

“The veteran who is accepted for 
training on the job is an empolyee 
of an employer-trainer and works 
under the same conditions as any 
other employee except that his in- 
come may be increased by the 
assistance of DVA, in order to pro- 
vide approximately four-fifths of 
what he will earn when fully 
trained.” *

the employer stands to gain the 
services of a man who reached the| 
age of maturity under much sterner 
conditions than the average ap- 
prentice and one who has been 
advised by experienced occupation- 
al councillors as to the work he 
should take up.

When the veteran assumes the 
new job, a contract is drawn up 
setting forth the terms under which 
he is to work. The length of time 
the contract is to run is determined 
by the length of time it takes to 
learn the occupation selected. 

IN MANY CASES the payments 
toward the veteran’s upkeep while 
he is in training will exceed the 
amount of his re-establishment 
credit. 

Types of work in which he may 
be trained by this method are 
varied. Officials of the Canadian 
Vocational Training say that any 
job which requires a period of time 
to learn may be included, provid- 
ing the training is systematic, 

Supervision is provided by regu- 
lar reports from the employer and 
by frequent visits from CVT offi- 
cials to watch the progress of 
training. 

The employer is not forced to 
retain a veteran he finds to be un- 
satisfactory, Arrangements can be 
made for the transfer of any em- 
ployee when either party agrees 
that a wrong choice of business was 
made in the first place.

Whoever is in position to do so should 
help the effort to place veterans in training- 
on-the-job positions, which is to get under 
way in Edmonton next week. 

Not all the men who joined the armed 
forces were fully qualified as mechanics, 
office-workers, or in other occupational lines, 
when they enlisted. Great numbers of them 
were just out of school, or left school to 
enlist, and had no opportunity to learn a 
trade or other calling at which they can now 
earn full pay. 

But every one of them is entitled to a 
chance to learn. Hence the appeal is being 
made to employers to take on as many vet- 
erans as they can use, the Dominion to 
supplement the earnings of these men during 
the learning period and thus put them at 
once in a position of self-dependence. 

If this is not done, the unskilled veteran 
will have to spend his interim allowances 
and his credits while he takes a course in 
whatever calling he wishes to follow. It is 
not desirable that he should have to do this, 
and the training-on-the-job plan is intended 
to enable him to make a living while he 
learns, 

An employer who can use one or more 
of the returned men on this basis will in this 
way be helping those who want to help 
themselves and to whom the country owes 
the best possible chance to get satisfactorily 
established in civilian life. 


Blocked Roads 


In the days when Albertans did their 
winter travelling by horses and sleighs no- | 
body expected—or wanted—the country 
roads to be kept clear of snow. If the horses | 
could wade through or climb over the snow- 
banks, farm people got to town and town 
folks made country visits. When the roads 
were blocked they stayed blocked, and farm- 
ers and town people “stayed put”, 

The demand for cleared roads came with 
the automobile. Wonderful as the motor car 
is, it is as helpless in a snow-bank as an ele- 
phant in a bog. The bigger it is and the 
heavier and the higher its rated horse-power, 
the worse the predicament. It can only func- 
tion on solid footing free of impediments. 
Hence the call for snow-plows on the high- 
ways. 

A good deal has been heard about the 
plight of people living in a district north of 
Cochrane, who have been marooned by 
drifts for some weeks, Their position may 
be exceptional, but it is not otherwise differ- | 
ent from that of scores of communities lying | 
off the main travelled roads. In such areas 
more or less lengthy blockades have been 
common, and are common any winter when 
the snow-fall is heavy. 

This is another way of saying that keep- 
ing the roads clear in winter is one of the 
major maintenance problems which will have 
to be faced. As yet only main highways are 
plowed out as routine procedure. But this | 
service will have to be extended to secondary 
roads, with the ultimate objective of prevent- 
ing the people in any community being shut 
in for more than a few days at a time. 

To do this will involve a heavy bill for | 
the purchase and maintenance of machinery 
and the employment of men. But it is a 
necessary task, imposed by the substitution 
of wheels for runners as the means of winter 
travel.

Another pleasing reminder that the war 
is over—the railways will be allowed to sell 
excursion tickets next summer, probably 
allowed to start selling them before summer 
arrives.

Why Punish Ourselves? 


Should the steel tie-up in the United 
States last for one month, here is a list of 
things which could be made out of the 
amount of steel thereby left unproduced: 


Automobiles ........ 1,600,000 
Trucks ...... seeeeee 300,000 
Refrigerators ....... 1,300,000 
Washing machines ... 1,000,000 
Vacuum cleaners .... 1,600,000 
Electric toasters ...... 1,300,000 
Radios .......... «+» 6,000,000 
House furnaces ...... 1,000,000 
Dwelling units ...... 300,000 


The month’s output of steel would not of 
course go into the making of these things in 
the numbers indicated. Three-quarters of it 
would be used in railroad operations, con- 
struction other than house-building, farm 
machinery, tools, machinery, _ containers, 
ship-building, oil and gas production. But the 
figures indicate by how much the supply of 
necessaries and conveniences will be cut 
down each month the strike continues. 

Quite evidently the people in the United 
States are not getting out of peace what they 
expected to get. They are getting far less in 
real wealth out of steel than they were get- 
ting before the war started. In supplies pro- 
duced from steel they are faring worse than 
they did when the war was at the peak. 

The average standard of living depends 
upon production, There is no substitute for 
the output of goods. Outside the occupation 
lines, money can’t buy a square meal or a 
good suit of clothes in Germany today; the 
goods just are not there. 

The stoppage of production means the 
same thing in any other country that it 
means in the United States—poorer living 
tor everybody. And it means the same thing 


whether the stoppage is caused by a strike |Antidote to P 


or a lock-out or a flood or a fire. 

It should be apparent to every person, in 
every country, that the vital consideration at 
present is to keep production going full 
blast. And that, to this end, there should be 
the fullest possible co-operation between the 
authorities and the public in ironing out in- 
dustrial disputes, and in removing every 
other removal factor which threatens to 
cripple production of any worthwhile pro- 

uct. 

In the United States to a marked degree, 
and in lesser degrees elsewhere, stoppages 
of production are tending to cut down the 
average standard of living to the levels 
which prevail in Germany, in France, in all 
the other countries over which the war was 
fought. 

Why should the peoples on this continent 
punish themselves as war has punished the 
peoples in the older continents? That is what 
they are doing where and to the extent that 
they allow the wheels of productive indus- 
try to stop for any cause.

be persuaded to resign and thereoy 
facilitate a restoration of the mon- 
archy, Though opposition to his 
regime is widespread and almost 
certainly comprises a majority of 
the population, 
it’s largely un- 
organized and 
incapable of ef- 
fective action.

One of the difficulties in assess- 
ing the real situation in Spain is 
that, ever since the start of the 
civil war ten years ago, the out- 
side world has heard nothing but 
the most violent and prejudiced 
propaganda. The world has been in- 
vited to believe either that Franco 
is a vile, blood-stained Fascist 
beast or that he is a pure, heroic, 
Christian gentleman.

As 
a politician, he has no strong ideo- 
logy nor, indeed, any fixed prin- 
ciples. He is essentially an oppor- 
tunist, particularly so when he 
feels his regime is threatened. He 
seeks support wherever he can 
find it, and he jettisons even his 
oldest supporters in the most cyni- 
cal fashion when he finds they 
are not for the moment serviceable.

TODAY'S MESSAGE 
Sin and the Soul 


NE of Tolstoy’s celebrated folk tales is that of a drunk- 
ard who was made tutor to two young children and 
decided to reform because he could not endure the uncon- 
scious reproach of their innocent, pure eyes. One never 
looks into a child’s eyes without sensing the beauty with 
which God has endowed its soul. But what is the reaction 
when we look into our own souls and behold the pollution 
caused by sin? Are we spurred to repentance, or tempted 
into the ultimate folly of despair? 


It is Christian teaching that no matter how often, or 
to what degree, he has sinned, man may restore his soul 
to its pristine glory by sincere repentance and reform. 
Grave sin not only besmirches the soul, but robs it of life. 
It is perhaps because they cannot perceive the inner trag- 
edy wrought by sin in their souls that so many persist in 
their evil, or seek to postpone the day of repentance. The 
danger here is that they may come to despair of forgive- 
ness and thus commit the greatest of all folliese—the denial 
of God’s mercy. 


It is good to have such a fear of God that it will deter 
us from offending Him, and bringing His wrath upon us. 
The fear of God is the beginning of wisdom. But it is far 
from being all of wisdom. The soul in its relation to God 
must nurture a holy fear, but it must also be stirred by 
the desire to love and be loved by its Creator. 

If the sinner will remember that God is all-merciful 
and kind as well as just, he will not only find the path that 
leads back to God, but discover Him waiting with out- 
stretched arms. There has never yet been a truly repent- 
ant sinner to whose soul God has not delighted to restore 
its lost beauty and life.

THERE ARE FOUR outstanding 
CGIT events of the year: the nat- 
ional Christmas vesper service, now 
five years old, collections from 
which constitute the only source 
of income for the National Girls’ 
Work Board; the early-morning 
Easter service; the Mother and 
Daughter banquet culminating the 
year’s work; and the “Day at 
Camp”, which is just like the real 
thing, planned by the girls them- 
selves and held in one of the local 
parks at the end of the term. 

In 1920, CGIT summer camps 
were organized, among the first in 
Canada, and registration has be- 
come so heavy that new sites and 
equipment are constantly being 
planned. In Alberta last summer 
there were 22 camps in 14 places 
with a total attendance of 1,103 
girls. 

THE CGIT is governed by three 
Girls’ Work Boards, national, pro- 
vincial and city, secretaries of 
which are Miss Constance I. Young, 
Miss Margaret Mann, and Mrs. D. 
C. Thornton (executive secretary), 


are three councils under this board: 
The Leaders’ Council, of which Miss 
Isabel Riddell is program chair- 
man; the Leader-Grad, sponsored 
by Miss Margery Stelk and Miss 
Jean Cook; and the Girls’ Council 
composed of representatives from 
senior groups, with their own ex- 
ecutive. Miss Betty Sands is its 
sponsor, Mies Helen Murphy co- 
sponsor, and Miss Mary Miller 
president. 

CGIT MIGHT well stand for 
“Christian Girls in Training”. As 
one girl expressed it, “CGIT is 
growth, a growth that builds fine 
minds and a faith in God which we 
never lose”: and another “CGIT 
makes life an adventure with God”. 

The whole significance of the 
movement is summed up in the 
statement of one of the leaders: 
“These days I often think that

Charges that the men who agreed 
to Canadian participation in the 
Bretton Woods agreement had be- 
trayed their country and had failed 
the men who had fought for Can- 
ada, were hurled Friday evening at 
a meeting in the Social Credit Hall, 
9974 Jasper avenue, by J. H. Black- 
more, MP for Lethbridge, when he 
explained to an audience of 150 
persons the reasons he ‘and his 
fellow Social Credit members had 
opposed Canadian entry jnto the 
agreement. 


THE MEETING was to have been | 
addressed by Solon Low, leader of 


the Social Credit’ party, who was 
ill with influenza and unable to 
attend, 

“The Bretton Woods agreement 


is not well understood,” Mr. Black-| 


more stated. “It wasn’t intended 
by the men who ‘sneaked’ it over 
on the nations of the world that 
it should be understood.” 

BY THIS AGREEMENT the peo- 
ple of the world were deprived of 
the fruits of victory, he charged, 
One of those fruits which was en- 
dangered was that of peace and the 
other, right to security.

so-called “final act” of the Bretton 
Woods conference was “couched in 
tricky tangled phrases,” the former 
Social Credit house leader declared 
that even experts in definition of 
Jegal and economic phrases were 
unable to agree that the pact meant 
the return to the gold standard.
